debt of 25 billion pounds, or a 
hundred = billion dollars. This, of 
course, is a far more crushing bur- 
den on a nation of some 50,000,000 
people, than the American public 
debt of 250 billion is on a nation 
of 140,000,000 people who have, in 
addition, far greater wealth and 
resources. 

Exports and Shipping Hit. 

In Britain during the war, all 
industries had to be converted to 
war purposes, with’ only the barest 
minimum of production to domes- 
tic needs. In 1945-46, it was neces- 
sary to reconvert these industries 
to peace-time purposes—a mam- 
moth undertaking. Meantime, ex- 
ports had fallen to one-third the 
prewar level. Shipping, the vital 
artery of British trade, thanks to 
submarine and mine, had been cut 
by half. 


Under these circumstances, Brit- 


ain sought and obtained a loan 
from the United States to aid in 


‘postwar adjustment. The loan 


might have sufficed. But the first 
setback came when the American 
price level rose, as controls were 
removed and wages were in- 
creased. This had the effect of 
decreasing the value of the Ameri- 
can loan half. The second set- 
back lay in the fact that in- 
creased prices were most marked 
in the things Britain needed from 
us—-food and raw materials. 


At the same tinie, two most im- 
portant sources of dollar income 
were badly curtailed. Before’ the 
war, Britain sold huge amounts of 
natural rubber from Malaya to the 
United States. During the war, 
the United States, in self-protec- 
tion, developed its own synthetic 
rubber industry and has reduced 
purchases of rubber from Malaya. 


Tin from Malaya and Bolivia 
was another source of prewar 
dollar income to Britain. This tin; 
was shipped to British smelters 
and reshipped to the United States. 
But during the war, as a matter of 
necessity, the United States de- 
veloped its own tin smelters, No 
great new-sources of dollar in- 
come have replaced these prewar 
bonanzas. 


Creditor Position Lost. 


For 100 years, Great Britain was 
the greatest creditor nation in the 
world. It imported 80 per cent of 
its raw materials and 50 per cent 
of its food. Now the United States 
is the greatest creditor nation in 
the world, but it is so much*more 
self-sufficient that it cannot or 
will not absorb the amount of 
British goods necessary to restore 
Britain’s dollar balance. 


To add to Britain’s postwar dif- 
ficulties is the fact that British 
capitalism before the war had 
suffered the paing of senility. It 
was ridden with monopolistic 
practices and with price-fixing 
schemes. Its productivity had 
fallen off. 


Labor had responded to this 
trend by adopting restrictive prac- 
tices “to spin the job out,” by 
resisting modern machinery and 
by other devices which had the 
result of transforming a once 
dynamic economy into a static 
one. 


If, as President Roosevelt said, 
one-third of the American people 
were “ill-fed, fl-clothed and ill- 
housed,” the statement was ‘truer 
of the British people. It becam

Government Monopoly. 

Since the expropriation of for- 
eign oil company holdings, pe- 
troleum has been a Government 
monopoly in Mexico, with the Gov- 
ernment operating the industry 
through a company called Pemex. 
Informal requests were made to 
this country for a $470,000,000 loan 
to develop the Mexican resources 
and it is reported that this amount 
has been trimmed to $200,000,000. 

President Truman told a recent 
press conference that he favored 
a loan to Mexico, but he did not 
specify the amount. Because Ed- 
win W. Pauley, former Democratic 
official and fund raiser, has ob- 
tained a valuable concession for 
drillings in the Gulf of Mexico, 
there have been reports that he, 
an old friend of the President, has 
been active for a large Mexican 
loan, either through the Interna- 
tional Zank or the American Ex- 
port-Import Bank. 

Many of the large American oil 
companies have opposed the loan 
on the ground that it would set 
an example of American aid to 
countries which might be con- 
sidering nationalization of their 
own oil industries. 

Secrecy has clothed most of the 
negotiations, but it is understood 
that the American governmental 
agencies, including the State, In- 
terior and Commerce Departments 
and the Export-Import Bank, have 
been cold to the application.

He pointed out that an applica- 
tion for such a loan would have 
to come through or have the 
clearance of the State Depart- 
ment. At the Mexican Embassy 
today, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed that there was “no news” 
on the loan application and that 
no statement could be made at 
this time.

Senator Magnuson has elicited 
the information that Standard Oil, which oper- 
ates 65 tankers under foreign flags and only 54 
under the American flag, saves from 50 to 74 
per cent on crews’ wages by foreign registry. 

As to taxation, the Panama Transport Co., a 
Standard Oil subsidiary, early this year paid its 
parent company a dividend of $20,000,000 based 
on earnings for four years. On this, Standard 
Oil paid an American tax of 38 per cent. But 
had the Panama Transport Ships been regis- 
tered in the United States, the tax rate would 
have been between 80 and 90 per cent, because 
of the wartime excess profits tax. 

Furthermore, most American shipping is sub- 
sidized as no other industry is. These subsidies 
are usually defended with the argument that 
American regulations, especially the LaFollette 
Act, require tHe operators to pay wages so high 
that they cannot compete with the foreign mer- 
chant marine. A main purpose of the subsidies 
is to uphold the wage differential that protects 
American seamen, and this purpose collapses 
when operators evade the wage requirements. 

After the lesson of the last war, it is patent 
that the United States needs a substantial mer- 
chant fleet. This must be maintained, if neces- 
sary, with federal aid. But such aid should not 
be turned into highly questionablé profits. Cer- 
tainly worth investigating in this connection is 
Standard Oil's admission that it bought 15 old 
tankers from the Government in 1935 for 
$6,130,000 and, after nine years of profitable 
operation, sold them back to the Government in 
1944 for $10,710,000, 

When ship owners get breaks like that, it is 
not unreasonable to expect them to pay Ameri- 
can wages and American taxes. Indeed, these 
favors raise the question whether shipping sub- 
sidies have not been seriously abused. 

It is good to see the Maritime Commission 
taking a stiffer position, but it will not hurt if 
Senator Magnuson’s subcommittee sheds some 
light on a situation which might well have been 
kept more steadily under public scrutiny. 
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Risky Extensions 


Back in 1946 the Board of Aldermen passed a 


hotel fire safety code. This code affects hotels 


which have wooden joists, and provides for the 
closing of open elevator shafts and stairways, 
for the installation of sprinkler systems and 
other fire prevention devices. The effective 
date, January 1948, came and was extended. 
Then the Aldermen extended it again. Now 
still another extension has been passed and 
Mayor Darst has signed it. 

WhetHer or not the Mayor should have signed 
this last extension, it is to his credit that he an- 
nounced flatly that “I'll veto any further exten- 
sion.” As the ordinance stands now, the ef- 
fective date is June 30, 1950. That is a year 
from ndw. It is some four years from the date 
of passage of the ordinance in its original form. 
That is long enough for the necessary adjust- 
ments to be made by the hotels affected. 

Everyone will hope that there will never be 
another hotel fire in St. Leuis. But if there 
should be one in the next 12 months in a build- 
ing with wooden joists, a large measure of re- 
sponsibility would rest on the officials who 
agreed to these repeated extensions in the ef- 
fective date of the city’s safety ordinance. 
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A Pledge Is Kept

Toward Dictatorship in South Korea 

Before the United States withdrew its troops 
from South Korea; those who opposed the move 
warned that the new republic would be in dan- 
ger of invasion by the large, Russian-trained 
army in Communist North Korea. Another 
danger was not foreseen, and it is the danger 
that has materialized most strongly. South 
Korea is drifting into military rule under the 
‘Syngman Rhee administration. The South 
Korean Army is taking over criminal functions 
from the police, muzzling the press, and even 
directing traffic: 

The development is understandable and there 
are at least two clear reasons why it is coming 
about. The first is that Syngman Rhee is an 
authoritdrian at heart and it is only the influ- 
ence of the United States that has kept his au- 
thoritarianism in check thus far. The second is 
thaß when a country is as direly menaced as 
South Korea is menaced by the North Korean 
Communists, its government and even its people 
may embrace authoritarianism or anything else 
that will give them a feeling of security. 

It would be the most tragic irony if the 
United States’ efforts to assist South Korea to 


republicanism should lead to a native fascism. .. 
In the microcosm of this little peninsula, democ- | 


racy and Communism are engaged in a le 
which is being watched by all Asia... If other 
countries of the Far East are persuaded by what 
happens there that their alternative to Commu- 
nism is military dictatorship, they are likely to 
prefer Communism. 

Premature withdrawal of United States troops 
from South Korea has made it more difficult for 
the course of true representative government to 
prevail in Soyth Korea. But it makes it more 
necessary than ever for American diplomatic 
moves there to be successful. 
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A Laugh for the Comrade 

Our guess would be that the Soviet humorists, 
who complain of not getting enough laughs from 
their public, are. shooting for the wrong kind. 
They ought to bear in mind the trouble Soviet 
musicians, geneticists and playwrights have got- 
ten into for conducting their work in an unide- 
ological or non-Marxist-Stalinist-Leninist way.

Bryan’s Party in the Lead 


By the time Theodore evelt came to 
the White House he was addressing Con- 
gress on the problem. It supported him by 
legislation which prohibited campaign con- 
tributions by “public” corporations. But it 
declined to pass a law requiring publicity 
of all sources of campaign funds. This lat- 
ter proposal, pressed by the La Follette 
“progressive” group on the Republican Na- 
tional Convention of 1908 that nominated 
William Howard Taft, was again rejected, 
the vote being 880 to 94. 

The Democratic convention of that year, 
which nominated William Jennings Bryan 
for the third time, accepted the issue. It 
advocated a law to prevent any corporation 
from contributing, directly or indirectly, 
and to hold individual contributions to a 
“reasonable maximum.” Complete publicity 
of these funds was also urged. 


In their national convention of 1912, from 
which T.R.’s Bull Moose departed to form 


a party of their own, the Republicans 


caught up with the procession. They 
pledged legislation “more effectually to 
prohibit corporations from contributing, 
directly, or indirectly” (the usual loopholes 
were crowded by transients), either in 
nomination or election contests, and to at- 
tain the “fullest publicity” of campaign 
funds. 


The Democrats merely had to repeat 


their: platform of 1908 to establish their 
pioneering in the field. But the Bull Moose 
platform urged 
amounts accepted from those who still 
could legally contribute. 

Woodrow Wilson himself, after his nomi- 
nation in 1912, instructed his finance com- 


mittee to accept no corporate assistance of 


any kind, even from individuals who were 
corporation officers, and the day after his 
election he felt he could confidently say, 
“Nobody owns me.” 

But despite this history, and the prog- 
ress certified by Wilson’s statement, cam- 
paign contributions and their sources have 


continued to dissipate the high resolves of 


elected Presidents, and have been the 
foundation of sound charges that bad ap- 
pointments and other official lapses were 
their direct consequence. . 


What About Independents? 


But though reform is greatly needed, as 
certain links between the 1948 presidential 
contest and subsequent events reveal, these 
flaws in Mr. Lodge's solution suggest them- 
selves: 

(1) Applied in 1912, it would have pro- 
vided public financing for the campaigns 
of Taft and Wilson and denied it to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, who ran second; and this 
condition ceuld arise again. 

(2) The number of eligible voters in this 
country who do not affiliate with any 
party is very large, and they would be 
taxed for campaigns conducted by two sets 
of partisans whose candidates they might 
finally decline to support. 

(3) Controlling the Treasury, the party 
in power conceivably could make better fi- 
nancial arrangements than its rival. 

(4) Since the agitation against corpora- 
tion contributions began, labor unions and 
other groups have arisen to greater power 
than the corporations had. Any attempt to 
prevent them from using their large fi- 
nancial reservoirs indirectly to assist a 
presidentia] candidate would be stoutly re- 
sisted, probably with suctess in the courts. 

(5) Mr. Lodge’s plan would not reduce 
the equal menace to good government that 
grows out of campaign pledges to special 
interests in exchange for votes, as witness 
Mr, Truman’s promises in 1948. 


Missouri's Horrible Example 


Several months ago the legislative com- 
mittee of the Council of State Governments 
recommended, among other things, that the 
limit be lifted on the length of sessions of 
state legislatures. The committee declared,

The handsome volume which Miss Leder- 
man has edited does not intend to be exe 
haustive but it certainly affords a compre- 
hensive survey of Stravinsky's contribution 
to theatre, ballet and oratorio, And more 
than one authority would probably agree 
that his work for the theatre constitutes his 
most authoritative claim to permanence. 

Among the commentaries and 
written by fellow composers, choreograph- 
ers, conductors, critics and men of letterg 
can be found a wide variety’ of technical 
examinations, esthetic evaluations and 
human descriptions. None is more illumi 
nating than what the composer has to say 
for himself in thé part called “Stravinsky's 
Own Story.“ * 

It is quite evident that he was never quite 
satisfied with the choreographic interpreta- 
tions of his works. If it was not the choree 
ographer that went wrong somewhere it 
was the dancer or the singer; and in each 
instance he makes a, clear, commonsense 
analysis of why the proceedings on the 
stage failed to implement the logic of his 
music. In the case of Nijinsky who com- 
posed the first version of “Le Sacre,” thé 
latter didn’t know the fundamental ele 
ments of music. Moreover, under the influ- 
ence of Dalcroze he wanted a dance move- 
ment for every note in the score with the 
result that the choreography was burdened 
with detail, holding up the tempo and ob- 
scuring the movement of the music. 

Besides the diversified text the book in- 
cludes a revised bibliography on Stravinsky, 
comprehensive list of recordings and a 
wealth of illustrations from drawings and

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HY, we are bound to ask ourselves, have all our plans for world 
recovery fallen so far short of what they were supposed to do? 
Beginning with the World Bank and the Monetary Fund, which 

were followed by the British and the French loans, which were fol- 
lowed by the Marshall plan, we have tried to reconstruct a world 
economy in which our partners and friends could earn their way 
toward a rising standard of life. 

Neither they nor we have 
Wanted to think of the American 

- subsidy as anything but a tempo- 
rary and undesirable necessity. 
But we have not succeeded, and 
once again the economic relations 
of Europe and North America are 
at a crisis. 

The easy temptation is first to 
deny that there is a crisis. Then 
to complain about the policies, 
measures, economic theories, or 
ideologies which we disagree with 
and do not like. And after that 
to look for trick remedies, like 
devaluation—or for Utopian solu- 
tions, such as the unification of 
a Europe which is partitioned at 
the Elbe river—or to fix on coun- 
sels of perfection, as for example, 
that the relatively backward in- 
dustries of Western Europe should 
begin quickly to compete effi- 
ciently with American industry. 


War’s Consequences. 


But if we are looking very hon- 
estly for the true answer, we 
must, I think, say that our error 
has been to underrate the tremen- 
dous consequences of the two 
world wars not only on Europe 
but on the United States as well. 
So we have allowed ourselves to 

lieve, what we so much wanted 
o believe, that each successive 
project would be the one that 
would soon bring the world back 
to what was once the normal. 

Now, having made these many 
disappointing experiments, we 
shall have to admit that the old 
normal is not being restored, that

An Independent America. 


The wars have caused an in- 
crease not only in American pro- 
ductivity but also in American 
self-sufficiency. It is a malicious 
caricature of this development, 
often used by the Communist 
propaganda, to say that America 
has grown rich from the wars. 
America would be much ‘icher 
without them. But it is true that 
the wars in Europe have com- 
pelled this country to develop its 
own industrial and cultural 
production to a point where it is 
largely self-sufficient with great 
surpluses in addition. 

The result, as the “Economic 
Survey of Europe” points out, is 
that our imports in 1948 at the 
peak of the boom, were a very 
much smaller percentage of our 
total production than they have 
ever been before. Compared with 
1929 our imports had increased 
only 5 per cent while our total 
production was two. thirds larger. 
The war has made this country 
self-sufficient and _ self-contained 
as it never was before, and yet 
the American standard of life is 
very high.

We followed the Browns with 
keen interest back in the days 
of George Sisler, Johnny Tobin, 
Hub Pruett and that great team 
of the early twenties. Every 
game was a thriller; When we 
switched to the National League, 
merely because an office assign- 
ment sent us with the Cardinals 
when they became consistent 
contenders, it took some time to 
become as interested as we had 
been in the Browns and the 
American League. And in turn 
we learned to get a keen inter- 
est out of National League ball. 
In contrast, games in the other 
league, with the Browns out of 
contention, were seemingly not 
so interesting. 

In recent years there have 
been more close races in the Na- 
tional than in the American 
League.

Circuit judges in Missouri, in- 
cluding 18 in St. Louis and four 
in St. Louis county, will receive 
a increase of $1000 a year 
each under a bill signed today by 
Gov.

In Mountains of Colorado

ASPEN, Colo. 


OR at least five days of the Goethe Bicentennial festival at this 

mountain town of Aspen the homage of the 3000 or more visitors 

who came to celebrate the life and works of the German poet- 
philosopher was directed with equal fervor toward the presence of 
a living man, Dr. Albert Schweitzer, preacher, philosopher, musician 
and medical missionary of Lambarene, Africa and Gunsbach, Alsace. 
Indeed, an uninformed onlooker—if there had been such—would have 
been justified in thinking that he had wandered into a Schweitzer 
festival. For while Goethe was the central theme of the many-sided 
discussions taking place in the amphitheater on the edge of town, it 
was Schweitzer who dominated most of the conversation outside and 
whose nearness in the flesh made an already special occasion seem 


extraordinarily unique. 

Dr. Schweitzer cut short his stay 
in Aspen by several days because 
the 7800-foot altitude effected him 
unfavorably and because his 
friends and advisers thought that 
his strength was being overtaxed 
by the concentrated pressure of 
public interest. Certainly a coun- 
sel of discretion was indicated be- 
cause if he had followed his own 
expressed inclinations he would 
have denied himself to no one. 

As it was, his few public ap- 
pearances, both formal and in- 
formal, provoked demonstrations. 
When he appeared on the amphi- 
theater platform for the first time, 
July 6. to make hig address on 
“Goethe, His Personality and His 


Work,” the entire audience rose 


and stood for five minutes. At 
the conclusion of his second talk 
two days later (a repetition for a 
new audience of the first but in 
German instead of French) about 
200 people followed him back 
Some of them were just 
curious, others were seeking auto- 
graphs but the intentness of ex- 
pression on most faces suggested 
religious exaltation rather than 
the more familiar desire to shake 
hands with a celebrity. As one 
of those present expressed it: 
“They looked as if he was a sec- 
ond John the Baptist, come out 
of the wilderness with a message. 

When Dr. Schweitzer dined at 
the Hotel Jerome, with his wife 
and several friends, the flutter 
that went through the dining room 
was of the sort usually provoked by 
the sudden appearance of royalty. 
But Dr. Schweitzer gave no indi- 
cation of being upset, not even 
when a woman artist at a nearby 
table began to make a drawing of 
him or when his bolder idolaters 
—including a bus boy—interrupted 
His meal to shake his hand or to 
get his autograph. 

In each instance he greeted the 
interloper like an old friend, with 
a firm clasp of his enormous hand 
and a few hearty words in French. 
Moreover he seemingly tried to 
make each autograph a personal 
souvenir by re 4 of his 
signature a en expression 
such as “Good thoughts” or 
“Greetings to an American 
friend.” 

As reporters are not expected to 
conform to the amenities I felt 
that I was showing unusual re- 
straint by deferring my visit to 
Dr. Schweitzer’s table until he 
had reached his coffee. Speaking 
to Dr. Emory Ross, his compan- 
ion, interpreter and head of the 
Albert Schweitzer Fellowship I 
said I would like to talk with Dr. 
Schweitzer at some convenient 
time. Dr. Schweitzer looked up, 
took my hand and then reaching 
behind him pulled up a neighbor- 
ing eng not 7” he asked.

HROUGH the medium of Dr. 

Ross I explained that anything 

Dr. Schweitzer could say to the 
American people at this time 
would, because of its source, be 
an inspiration. I was particularly 
impressed, though, by his ex- 
pression “reverence for life” which 
had been the key words of his 
study on ‘Civilization and Ethics.’ 
This expression was profound and 
far reaching in its implications 
and at the same time simple. 
Would Dr. Schweitzer spell it out 
in such a way that anyone could 
use it as a working motto? 

“I am surprised and gratified,” 
answered Dr. Schweitzer, “that the 
idea of ‘reverence for life’ has 
come up so often m my conversa- 
tions With Americans, It means, 


in brief, a sympathetic awareness 


of living . sensibilities wherever 
you find them. Of course, in act- 
ing on this principle you are 
sometimes involved in a dilemma, 
I remember once seeing a farmer 
overworking a bullock in a field 
near Strasbourg. I remonstrated 
with him. ‘Can’t you see the poor 
beast is out of breath?’ ‘Yes,’ 
he answered, ‘but why don’t you 
take a look at me?’ 

“But even though you run into 
difficulties the idea of reverence 
for life helps you and sustains 
you and provides an ethical basis 
for your every action, large or 
small. It may sound too simple 
but if you carry it with you, you 
will never willingly injure another 
living creature of whatever de- 
gree.

As on previous 
occasions he was wearing a black 
suit, with a loose-fitting double 
breasted coat, and a “gates-ajar” 
wing collar whose collar button 
was but partly concealed by a 
black bow tie. If he had sought a 
costume that would set him off 
from the prevailing sport clothes 
around Aspen he could hardly 
have found one that was more ar- 
resting. It became him, neverthe- 
less, and in any case could not 
neutralize the out-sized pictur- 
esqueness of his appearance. 

At 74, Dr. Schweitzer is slightly 
stooped but his 6-feet-4 stature, 
broad shoulders,

Wilder, the novelist who served as 
his interpreter for his German ad- 
dress, weré going over their parts 
a friend was sorting out a sack of 
mail in a corner.

Schweitzer was obviously working 
against time he sat down on a 
couch and with every appearance 
of the deepest concentration be- 
gan to talk about Bach’s organ 
music his pleasure at being in 
America, and the significance of 
Goethe for ‘here and now.’

‘established a reputation 
as an authority in the fields of 
music, theology and philosophy. 
Born in 1875 at Kayserberg in 
upper Alsace, the son of an Evan- 
gelical preacher, he received a 
thorough education at Gunsbach, 
Strasbourg, and in Paris where 
he did most of his work on the 
piano and organ. By the age of 
30 he had written what is still 
considered an authoritative work 
on the music of Sebastian Bach, 
had published “The Quest of the 
Historical Jesus” and other theo- 
logical. treatises, was widely 
known as an o was teach- 
ing theology at the University of 
Strasbourg and serving regularly 
as a preacher in the Church of 
Saint Nicholas at Strasbourg. It 
was on his thirtieth birthday that 
he resolved to enter upon direct 
human service in Equatorial 
Africa. His decision was a nat- 
ural expression of what he later 
called a “reverence for life” and 
it was in line with Goethe's be- 
lief, to which he subscribed, that 
n’s first duty.

A NEW 10-inch Columbia 331-3 LPM offers Egon Petri, the 
Dutch pianist in a performance of Beethoven's Sonata No. 6 in R 
Major with Busoni’s transcription of the Bach Chaconne on the 
other side. Mr. Petri plays the sonata with a wide range of dynamics 
and a terrific driving force. It’s quite an arresting performance and 
a legitimate one, The transcription of the Chaconne creates an en- 
tirely different effect, with its massive chords and its percussive 
impact, from the original violin version (from the unaccompanied 
Sonata in D Minor). It gains weight but loses elevation. As a 
pianistic tour de force it is impressive. Mr. Petri gives it the works. 
The recording distorts the piano tone at times, but without rattles. 
The heaviest volumes come through more or less unscathed.

KATHLEEN LONG and the Concertgebouw Orchestra of Am- 
sterdam under Edouard Van Beinum join forces in a well propor- 
tioned, cleanly executed and generally strong performance of 
Mozart's important C Minor Piano Concerto. The larghetto seems 
a shade too fast and Miss Long’s tone needs more brightness in the 
final movement. All in all, however, it’s a discriminating perform- 
ance (Decca four records). The Boyd Neel String Orchestra 
makes a good showing, if not a brilliant one, with Bach’s Branden- 
burg Concerto No. 6 (Decca, two records). Manuel de Falla’s 
“Seven Spanish Songs” are transmitted with a wealth of Mediter- 
ranean temperament by Conchita Supervia, mezzo soprano, to piano 
accompaniment. . . Unfortunately Mme, Supervia’s voice has such 
an unpleasant edge that her vivid and authentically dramatic read- 
ings count for. little. (Parlophone, two 10-inch records.)
